Criblez caiae to this country, 
twenty years ago. They took a French 
daily paper in partnership and Ferdi- 
nand Richenbach was 
a 
frequent 


visitor at Criblez home in Blutttoa, 
Ohio, from that time until he was tak- 
en to the asylum. A few days before 
the alleged poisoning; was committed 
Alois Criblez was cajif-.ri to the homo 
oC Ferdinand Ricii^nt-acf; arid JTousr! 
him confined to ".is bcmif- vith sick- 
ness. From i w& Orsl)I(» .^rnt to 
PassSerg to insure some Jive stock for 
parties in Panuura. l:'cs".;nnacl Ricli- 
enbach gave Jiim ^ iij.«r gallon JU.E aun 
renuesterl hirsi to bring him some 
gin ar.il sugai'. 
Criblez bought the gin 


as rejiuosted ana after reaching Fcr- 
(iiuant? llieht.'iibaclv's home tbey drank 
ol' the aiti.

contained poison and wanted Criblez 
to have it analyzed by Andrew Harien- 
sf.«?i'n, the druggist.

' analyze it. Nothing- more was said 
ol it. until Criblez was informed that 
Ferdinand Hichenbach's wife stated 
that Alois Crililez put poison in the 
sin. Her evidence o« this point was 
tliat when Alois Criblea arrived at her 
home with t!i5 g-jn 
on 
"Wednesday, 


Janiiary Gtii. hfi in her presence pour- 
ed a quart of liquid into the jug con- 
taining poison, and stated to her when 
pouring it into the jus that it contain- 
ed poison and if her husband would 
drink it he would soon die. This the 
state was not able to support by any 
other witness on trial. 


The evidence furnished 
discloses 


that Ferdinand Rieheniach drove his 
wife Louisa away from home on the 
following Monday claiming that shf 
attempted to poison him by putting 
poison into his coffee, tea and -whisky 
and by putting it on his tobacco. On 
Tuesday Alois 
visit his friend Ferdinance Richen- 
ba£h. He found 
lulri sick. There 


Criblez informed Richertliacli that he 
heard that his wife claimed that he 
wanted to 
poison his-,. Ferdinand 


told him then where she 
got the 


poison and how she placed it into his 
coffee and whiskey- 


Mr. Criblez went to Ottowa to see 


the prosectitiug attorney but did not 
find him at home. On his way home 
he met XHysiss Rjchftitbach. a brother 
to Ferdinand and 
Ulysiss begged of
